JAPANESE SCHOOLS 


Board of Education Determined to Establish Separate Schools For Chi- 


nese and Japanese and Passes Resolution Without 


Discussion or Dissent. 


San Francisco. —At a eprclal meet- 


ing of the Board of Education, 
that 


body put itself on record as being de- 
termined to establish separate auhooU 
for Chinese and Japanese. This reso- 
lution in the immediate result of the 
crowding of Japanese pupils Into the 
schools and the campaign being con- 
ducted by the "Chronicle" against 
the immigration of Japanese laborers 
into this country. 


The Boar j of Education met 
to 


consider the question arising be.'.ause 
of the crowding of the Japanese,many 
of them adults, into tbe public schools 
of thb city and county. The follow- 
ing resolution was adopted without 
discussion or dissent: 


Whereas, 
The 
attention 
of tbe 


Board of Education of this city and 
county, in its visits of inspection 
to 


the different schools, has been repeat- 
edly directed toward 
the attendance 


of children of Japanese descent as 
pupils, and to the evil consequences 
liable to result therefrom through the 
indiscriminate 
association 
of our 


children with those of the Mongolian 
race; and, whereas, sectipn 1662 of 
tbe State Political Cole of California, 
the constitutionality of this section 
having been upheld and sustained 
by our Supreme Court, vests city 
Boards of Education with the 
power 


to establish separate schools for the 
accommodation of children of India, 
Mongolian, or Chinese descent, and 
further 
provides 
that when 
such 


separate schoola are established, that 
India, Chinese or Mongolian children 
must not be admitted to other schools 
of our public-school 
system; and, 


whereas, it is the sense of the mem- 
bers of the Board of Education 
that 


the admission of children of Japanese 
or Mongolian descent aa pupils of our 
common school is contrary to 
the 


spirit and the letter of the law, and 
that the co-mingling of such pupils 
with Caucasian children is baneful 
and demoralizing in the extreme, the 
ideas entertained and practiced by 
people of Mongolian 
or Japanese 


affiliations 
being 
widely 
divergent 


from those of Americans; and,where- 
as, the school situation has become 
serious through the great numbers of 
Japanese in our midst many instances 
of our children being excluded from 
schools by Japanese pupils through' 
the right of priority of admission in- 
cidental to lack of adequate 
accom- 


modation and room, through no fault 
or neglect of this department, attrib- 
utable to the insufficiency of funds; 
there be it 


Resolved, That the Board of Educa- 


tion is determined 
in its efforts to 


effect the establishment of separate 
school for Chinese and Japanese pu- 
pils, not only for the purpose 
of re- 


lieving the congestion at present pre- 
vailing in our schools, 
but also for 


the higher 
end that 
our children 


s,hould not be placed in any position 
where their youthful impressions may 
be affected by association with pupils 
of the Mongolian race.

commission for the selection and pur- 
chase of a University farm is now 
ready to receive offers 
of land 
for 


such a University farm. All commun- 
ications 
on the subject should be 


Hied with the secretary of the com- 
mission, V. H. Henderson, Berkeley. 
Proposals should be filed with the 
secretary of the commission on or be- 
fore June 1. 1905. 


The act provides that the land for 


the University farm shall bo of such 
size and acreage as in the judgment 
of the commission may be necessary 
for tbe purposes designed, 
provided 


however, that there should not be 
less than three hundred and twenty 
acres of tirst class tillable laud lo- 
cated at such a place as the commis- 
sion may deem proper, having in con- 
sideration tbe purposes for which it 
is to be used. It uiuat be fi rate lass 
tillable land and in its soil, location, 
climate, and general environment 
be 


typical and representative of the heat 
general agricultural 
conditions in 


California; and be .capable of suc- 
cessfully producing the general crops 
of tbe state, and as many as may be 
of-all the crops and products suc- 
cessfully grown in California." 


It is provided that "no site shall 


be chosen one-half of which is not 
susceptible of irrigation." 
If a sys- 


tem for its irrigation is not already 
provided a water right must be pro 
vided in connection 
with tbe land. 


The commission has 
been granted 


power to take options or bonds for 
deeds and to accept the whole or any 
part of the University farm as a 
gift 


—they may also receive gifts of water 
rights--canals, ditch, flume, or other 
water rights. Tbe commission is given 
also the power of eminent domain. 


The commission desires 
that all 


proposals should contain a descrip- 
tion of the land offered, information 
as to its exact 
location, as to its 


acreage, as to its physical character, 
as to tbe price per acre, as to the 
water rights connected with it, as to 
its distance from the nearest railroad 
town, as to its climatic conditions, as 
to existing improvements, and other 
similar information. 


The commission also desires a state- 


ment as to bow long any offer made 
will remain open. 
Proposals should 


be accompanied by an offer to bond to 
the commission the land offered with- 
out cost for a period of two yoara, up- 
on domand of the commission. 
The 


commission reserves the right to reject 
any or ail proposals as in 
its judg- 


ment shall seem proper. 


On May 18 the commission will 


begin to visit tbe lauds offered as a 
site for the University farm.

whole nervous and muscular system 
has been wrenched in a stumble and 
a struggle to keep his feet, no one can 
tell. The whipping comes after the 
accident. The horse does not under- 
stand that the stinging lushing is a 
warning to him not to stumble again. 
He regards it merely as an 
added 


torture.—Farmer's Guide.

Lying down in such a way as to cause 
severe pressure or the slight bruising 
of a quarter
